and dancing in front ut* Col. Hallow’s 
house while it was burning.

was sent back to the landing and sue- 
coraled in getting all the negroes belong­ 
ing to Colonel Hallow, with otic excep­ 
tion only, w ho was taken pr.soner by the 
Indians, on board. 


I i i addition to the above particulars, 
Capt. Willey informs us that the Indians 
had shot and killed a Mr Bullman, about 
four miles from Whitesville! aud stabbed 
him with a knife in four or five places ;

to th# people of Texas:— 
“I, David G. Burnet, President of the Re­ 
public of Texas, by and with the advice and 
consent of Hie Cabinet, have ordered and de­ 
creed, and do hereby order and decree, that 
every able bodied man in Texas, being over 
the age of sixteen and under that of fifty 
years, do forthwith report himself to the prop­ 
er inusler-ofiicer of his respective Munici­ 
pality, and enrol himself for military duty; and 
that so soon as a company of 50 men shalt 
bs enrolled in any Municipality, they shall 
proceed to an election of their several offi­ 
cers, and shall forthwith march to head-quar- 
ters, first reporting their organization and 
a complete company, to their Muster-otfice of 
the Municipality. 
And it is further ordered and decreed, that 
the Aluster-ofticer in each Al un lei pal ity shall 
make out a full list ol the names and ages of 
every male citizen i i i hi* Municipality,wheth­ 
er ubseut or present,a certified copy of which 
l i s t s h a l l be transmitted to the War Depart­ 
ment. 
And he shall also keep a list of every 
man within his Municipality who enrols him­ 
self for military duty, a copy of which record 
shall lie forwarded to the Department of War 
at the end of every month from tho promul­ 
gation of ttua decree. He shall also send to 
the same Department copies of tile several 
companies returned to him. 
It is further ordered and decreed, that all 
officers, non-comiuiMioned officers and pri­ 
vates, belonging to the Texan Army, who 
may be absent on furlough or otherwise, do 
immediately repair to their respective posts, 
and report themselvea for duty, on pain of 
forfeiting their commissions, if commissioned 
officers, aud their pay and bounty,lf non-com* 
missioned or privates.
